On the other hand, I have constantly 


heard the officers and missionaries of 
the American board express regret that 
the policy of imperialism was likely to 
prevail. Hitherto our missionaries have 
gone to the ends of the earth carrying 
on their work, and it has never been 
the forerunners of the colonies to l>a 
planted, which in turn were to lead Io 
a protectorate from the home country, 
if not annexation 
Missionaries from 


England, Germany and^ France havs 
been open to these charges, and there- 
by their influence lias been greatly nar- 
rower! and their efforts misinterpreted, 
while our own missionaries have been 
entirely un'hampsred.

Insurgents Eager to Parley 


With General Otis, 


OFFER TO 
LIBERATE AMERICANS. 


Washington Oflieinls Unable to Fath- 


om the Filipinos' Motive, 
Some 


Being,Inclined to Believe It u Ruse 
to Guiii Time—However, Military 
Operations Will lie Pushed. 


Washington, Sept. 20. — The cable- 


gram received by Secretary Root from 
General Otis seems to indicate a weak- 
ening on the part of the insurgents in 
the Philippines. 
r 


It contained a proffer to deliver the 


American prisoners who have been for 
so many months iu the bauds of the 
insurgents, and also sought permission 
to parley with General Otis. 


This cablegram was at once taken 


by Secretary Root over to the cabinet 
meeting, and formed the main topic 
for discussion at the beginning of the 
session. 
However, upon reading the 


message carefully its apparent impor- 
tance seemed to diminish. Secretary 
Root recalled frequent efforts on the 
part of the insurgents in the past to 
gain time at critical moments by open- 
ing negotiations, ostensibly with the 
object of making peace, and he was not 
sure but this last offer was something 
of the same kind.

There is a possibility 
also that the insurgents may have be- 
come disheartened at the renewed and 
intense activity in the direction of re- 
inforcing General Otis, and concluded. 
!n view of the great force gathering 
to open the campaign in the dry sea- 
son, that further resistance would he 
useless.

this may not be of great .significance, 
still among some of the army officers 
it is surmised that there are serious 
dissensions among the Filipinos, and 
that perhaps some of, the discordant 
elements are acting on their own re- 
sponsibility. 


Story of the Capture. 


The capture of Lieutenant Gilmore 


and his party was one of the most stir- 
ring incidents of the insurrection.

Apparent Lack of Interest In English 


Oflk'ial Circles Thought to Be Only 
it Ruse to Deceive the IJoers—Ijiit- 
tcr Moving Troops Across tliu Natal 
Border. 


London, Sept. 20.—A cabinet council 


will be held Friday, summons haviug 
been issued lo the members. 


This is regarded as the result of the 


visit of the premier, Lord. Salisbury, 
to London. Lord Chamberlain, secre- 
tary of state for the colonies, was pres- 
ent in the building at the same time, 
and it is presumed that the summonses 
were the result of their joint delibera- 
tion. 


The lack of a!l excitement in official 


circles bears evidence to the deliberate 
manner in which tho highest officials 
are handling the crisis. Nor is it by 
any means certain that the cabinet 
council will adopt extreme measures, 
in spite of the uncompromising nature 
of the Boer reply. This deliberation 
on the part of the.government is inter 
preted not only in London, but in other 
European capitals, as a desire on the 
part of GreatEritain to gain time while 
the transports are hurrying to Cap; 
Colony.

FINALE WAS SUBLIMELY RIDICULOUS. 


H« Furnishes Excellent Material For 


Comic Opera by Sleekly Obeyiug the 
Government's Jluiidute—I'arcluu of 
Dreyius by No Jleutis Kuds the Cel- 
ebrated Case. 
Paris, Sept. 20.—The lengthy siege o£ 


M. Gueriu and his companions was 
'broken at an early morning hour, when 
the famous anti-Semitic leader capitu- 
lated to the police. 


Precisely at the hour appointed by 


the government a captain of the mu- 
nicipal guards rapped at the door o£ 
Fort Chabrol. There was a moment o£ 
expectation, and then the door opened. 
M. Guerin calmly presented 'himself, 
meekly surrendered and was driven to 
(the police depot in an opea- cab, seated 
beside the captain of the guards. 
His 


companions were allowed to go free. 
Thus the six weeks' siege ended in sub- 
limely ridiculous style. 


The plan was to attack the building 


and arrest Gueriu and his band. The 
government had 
given him until 4 


o'clock Wednesday morning to surren- 
der, and had a regular army to assault 
the fort if he refused. Troops, munici- 
pal guards, mounted and on foot, and 
policemen to the number of nearlyl.OOO 
were dispatched to cordon all the 
streets within a radius of a quarter of 
a mile of Fort Chabrol. The neighbor- 
hood presented a picturesque scene. 


DEEYPUS_DKAM;A. 


Curtain Does Not Drop With 
the 


Pardon oi' the Captain. 


Paris, Sepc. 20.—But little interest 


was created in Paris by the decision of 
the cabinet to pardon Captain Dreyfus.

artls are determined to pursue the cam- 
paign against the generals and other 
officers of the general staff who have 
lied and committed gross illegalities in 
order to keep the prison door closed 
on the victim. 


Hlotc and the Beam.

bouchere's paper, protesting against a 
universal condemnation of Prance on 
account of the Dreyfus affair, says: "I 
believe there are many Americans with 
whom the innocence of Mrs. Florence 
Maybrick is an article of faith.

Nevertheless, 


the American journals, although by no 
means reticent in the expression of 
their opinions, do not denounce the 
English justice as a disgrace to civili- 
zation." 


Standard's Answer.
